DATE OF THE TELEGRAM

Reference to 31st of Current
Month Shows It Was Not

Written in April. ,-;,,

(By Associatoci Press.)
PARIS, Dec. 28..Tho grounds upon

which Dreyfus depends for vindication
.ml restoration to tho army have been
communicated lo tho Associated Press.
Lireytus charges that a telegram from

Cnlcnol Sehwartzkophon, late Gcrrnnn
inll'tary attache here, to Colonel Pntilz-
eatdl, formerly Italian mllltury attache
nt Paris, as presented to the court mar¬

tial at Rennes, boro tho date of Apri),
Itili, when ho was occupied with tho de¬
tails of the mobilization of troops, of
wh|eh tho telegram treated, whereas the
ncltt'il date of tho telegram was tho last
of March, 1895, after he (DrcyfuH) had
boon tried. A copy which has been fn.und_
has established the correctness of Drey-'
fus' claim In the opinion of tho commis¬
sion, which recommended a revision of
the cane.
The statement of tho case against Drey,

fus, containing the telegram, when It
a|iTlvcö at tho ministry for war, was
dated April 1, 1S95, which, Dreyfus claims,
«Lows the telegram ivas written in the
latter part of March of that year. With
a pair of scissors the late Colonel Honry
clipped off a corner of the telegram, and
thus tho actual dale disappeared. Then
Colonel Honry, in his own bund, anno-

t-itcd the telegram April, 1S3». The Col¬
onel, however, neglected to remember
that the month ot April had only thirty
days, for In tho document there Is a

m/ntion of the "thirty-first of tlio cur¬

rent month."
This established the unauthenticity ot

tlio telegram had the court at Bonnes
appreciated the Importance of the error.
Finally It developed that in the tele¬
gram, where the words "Cl Canaille do
1*.;" appear the initial "U'' had been
substituted fot the letter "P." The orig¬
inal copy written by M. Orlbclin, tho
keeper of the archives of the war office,
ciUTleû the letter "F." The scratching
upon the paper was apparent, but M.
Lwiillnn, tho handwriting expert, testi¬
fied that tho letter "D" was con»ct. It
Is now claimed he was In error.

FEAT MASSACRE ON

Simon Wolf, a mem¬
ber of the executive council of tho
B'Nal'RIth, and representing tho United
Jowist societies to-morrow wll Hay be¬
fore the State Department an urgent ap¬
peal In behalf of his people reported to
him to bo thus "threatened.
Following his visit to the department,

Mr. Wolf will be received by President
Roosevelt at 'which time the whole sub¬
ject of the status of the Jews in Russia
will be discussed.

A largo crowd look¬
ed on tho burning structure from tho bout
ot alarm until dark Sunday night.
Tho huge timbers on the ecllur floor

were burning yesterday afternoon,

Tho ninety-second
anniversary of tho burning of the Rluh-
mond Theatre on tho site of tho Morn»;
mental Church had passed but a few hours
when this fire was at Its height. Seventy
lives, includine- Hon. Goorge W. Smith,
Governor of Virginia, wero lost In tho
theatre tiro tho night of December 20,
1811. On Christmas night, 1870, tho Spots-
wood Hotel, on the presont alto of tho
Chesapeake and Ohio offices, wns destroy-
ed, with a loss of threo llyes.

capes, no lives wore lost In the fire of De.
comber 27,1003.

LAW MAKERS
COME BACK

The General Assembly Scheduled
to Convene at Noon to Finish
Up Its Important Work,

FEW MEMBERS HERE YET

Great Deal of Work Yet to be
Done, in Next Twelve Days.

First Business Taken Up.

Tho ou Hook for a quorum 6f tho Gen-
oral Assembly at noon to-day Is any¬
thing but encouraging, Lost night not
ono of the out-of-town members had re¬

turned to the city, and but'fow of tho

employes. Senato Clerk T. A. Lynch was

already In the city, 'and bo was Houso
Enrolling Clerk John T. Loving. Senate
Clerk Joseph Button arrived last night
from his horno In Appomattox, and was

In his ofllcc n't tho Capitol a little later.
Doorkeeper P. E. LIpacomb, of the Houso.
is at The Powhatan, and so is Sergeant-
nt-Arms Frank B. Watkins, of tho Sen¬
ate.
The hour Ret for the convening of the

two houses Is at noon, but it was hardly
expected that a quorum of the members
of either would bo present at tho opening
session after tho recess. Mr. Duke, of
Albemarle, was expected last night, but
had not arrived nt tho hotel where ho
usually stops. Whllo a number of tho
members oí both bodies aro expected to¬

day, there will be hardly sufficient to
transact business. By to-morrow It Is
hoped there will be Ihe requisite num¬
ber In attendance.

To Validate Marriages.
One of the first things to bo taken up

by tho House will bo the Sonate bill val¬
idating marriages on licenses Issued by
the county clerks since December 12th.
This bill has passed, tho Senato and will
pass the Houso without objection as soon
as sufficient members arc present to jus¬
tify a roll call.
The most Important and imperativo

pieoo of legislation to be takon up is
the Houso bill extending the time for
six months In which tho Jamestown Ex¬
position Company may raise the ono mil¬
lion dollars required to be subscribed be¬
fore the STato's appropriation of $200,0)0
becomes available. This bill has already
passed the Houso and received fourteen
votes In tho Senate, when a quorum
failed, and the matter went over until
after tho recess. The bill must pass bc-
foro January 1.190-i, and every effort will
bo made to rush the bill through without
delay. With a quorum present to-day or

to-morrow, there is little "doubt that the
bill will be pushed through without delay.
Tho report of tho conference committee

to the two houses on the disagreeing
rotes on tho amendments to the Edmond-
son general rond law will be modo to
both houses. With this report adopted,
as It will be, the road bill will become a

statute.
The Senate Committeo for .Courts of

Justice must give ono or two more hear¬
ings on tho bill in relation to corporations
nnd that in relation to.p.ubllc .service cor¬

porations and the law as, vtq eminent do¬
main. Then this repp'rt will" be taken
v.p and debated, and 'will probably con-

sumo considerable time.
After to-day. thero are twelve working

¿ays left for tho completion of the· busi¬
ness of this Assembly, and tlio following
day, Wednesday, January 13th. at noon,
the new Assembly will begin sitting. So
with a largo volume of business yet to be
ccnsldered and disposed of tho members
of tlio present Senato and Houso have a

bi sy fortnight. Many of those In both
houses will remain and resume work In
tho now »\ssembly, but the majority nf
thG members of tho Houso will retire In
favor of new men.

It is expected that double dally sessions
r.nd probably evening/sessions will bo In-,
augurated before the close of tho week,

The Fight for Offices.
Ere tho present Assembly adjourps sino

dio canvassing for tho offices to be fill¬
ed by tho new, will actively begin. The
officers of the two houses, the Register
of the Land Office, Superintendent of
Public Printing and various other posl-
tirns are to be filled and thero aro several
lively contests.
When tho members of the Houso re¬

turn thoy will not know tho hall In whloh
for many dreary months they have boon
s,...ng. Tho long and continuous sor-

vice to which this room has boon sub¬
jected since tho Constitutional Conven¬
tion assembled hero early In tho sum¬
mer of 1901, has had a noticeable effect
upon the carpet In tho hall.

WASHINGTON, Doc, 28..»although Sec¬
retary Hay has not yet replied to the
noto of Genomi Reyes, preparations are

rapidly going on for tho closing of the
Colombian legation hero, and tho de¬
parture of Colombia's representatives for
home. It Is clear that they do not en¬

tertain very much hope of a satisfactory
response by this government. Already
most of tho legation filon havo been pack-
cd, and .arrangements completed for
placing them In storago here,
General Reyes for several days has

denied himself to callers. It is belloved
bore, that whllo tho reply of Mr. Hay
has not been modo, sufflolont Information
has been obtained by tho i-olomblan repre¬
sentativos hi the interviews thoy havo had
with tho secretary to enable them to fore-
oast its conclusions.
Te preparations going on for closing up

the affairs of the legation would seem to
Indicate that General Reyes and Dr,
Harran aro awaiting only as a matter of
form and diploma tic courtesy, tho official
communication of Mr. Hay sotting forth
the reasons why this government cannot
accept their view of the Panama situa¬
tion, boforo severing diplomatic relations
-with tho United States.
